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The Educational Problem of the Southern
Rintes.

A cunTALN class of prophetic statesmen con-
fidently assured the world thei the war for
the Union would be nothing more than a tri-
umphal march of nmety days’ duration.
And no sooner had they seen their predie-
tions fulsified by one of the longesat and
flercest civil conflicts recorded In hiswory,
than they again betook themselves to prophe-
sying an entire reconcilintion of the two
wections of the country within thelr favorite
period of three months. That they should
agaln mistake their capacity for anticlpating
the course of events has, we think, been a
matter of surprise to mo candid student of
history and human nature. It is not within
the bounds of reason to suppose that the
animogities and prejudices engendered by
such a fearful struggle us that through which
we have just passed, sho'ild dissolve into pér-
ject harmony and kindliness the moment
that the military power by which they were
for a time supvorted had succambed toa
more formidable display of foree. Tae
whole course of history goes to show thut
these animosities and prejudices can be up-
rooted only when time has uprooted rae
generation which they characterize, Nor ig
even this result to be secured save by incul-
ca.ing in the geseration which is to tollow
the wrue principles: of liberty, cqualicy, and
juetice,

The duty of the loyal North in the premisos
is, therefore, plain. To effectually forestall
the erroneous teachings ot the secession ele-
ment of the South, the task ol educating the
rising generation throughont the length and
breadth of that section must be assumed by
the North, Nor are we at ali likely to
encounter any viclent opposition in the ac-
complishment of this ta-k, when it is once
undertaken on sucha general scale as to over-
awe the more unreasonable spirits of the
South, who are really weak in point of num-
bers, and strong only in their present mono-
poly ol the public ear. It is true that the
burning of school-houses and tha mobbing of
school teachers is at present joda ged n to
such an extent as to render the labors of the
latter anything but pleasant and safe, Yet
we confldently predict that the mere driblet
of a faction which indulges in such pastimes
will quail and disperse. in the face of a general
and formidable movement on the part ot all
parties and sects in the loyal North, All that
is needed to secure success in the end, is con-
cert of action and an unstint-d supply ol the
DECEESATY Means,

Except among the old slaveholding ele-
ment, which, with all its legitimatue retainers,
comprises scarcely a tithe of the entire popn-
lation, the spirit o! the South has always
been averse to education, Before the war
there were at least (wo millions of whites in
the lately rebellious States who had no know-
ledge of reading and writing, It did not
answer the purposes of the slaveholding
element to educate those men and women,
nor will it answer their purnoses to undertuke
the education ol their ehildren in the futurs.
The talisman of their power beiore anl
during the war was ignorance, and it is uot
to be supposed that they will cast aside the
power which It gave them In the new struggle
for supremacy which Fhey have innugurated.
The ficld is, therefore. clear tor him who
would enter it,as far as vhe *poor white”
clement is concerned,

With respect to the colored portion of the
Soutlern population, the feld s even more
inviting, as the task to be accomplished is
greater and more necessitous, We may as
well spere our effort: in behalf of the adult
“poor whites.” Their wnorance to them is
blise, and to & man they are fully persuaded
of the folly o1 all earthly wisdom. With their
children alone can we deal with any chance
of success, But the lour mllions of poor
and ignorant blacks are in a different situn-
tion. ‘Lheyare as loyal as the poor whites
are disloyal, and their thirst ior knowledge is
as great as is (he lofty contempt In which the

Jagter hold it.  With old and young alike we
bave therefore an opporiunity. and our duty
{n this respect has 1o restrictions as to uge,

We have said that all that is needed to
gocure success in the end, lsconcert of action,
and an unstinted supply ol the neces-ary
means. ‘The question Is simply this—“How
can both be secured ¥ Certainly not on the
plan at present pursued. Various denomi-
pations of Clristians, among whom the
Church of Rome has thus far taken the lead,
have entered the fleld.  “The evident object ol
all of them is twofold—proselytism goes band
in hand with education, They would scatter
the soeds of knowledge only lor the sake of
the harvest of souls which fthey expect to
reap ns the frult of their labors. This method
of procedure is opposed to the genius of the
age and pation. We think every candid
Christian, by whatever denominational creed

he prefers to regulate his datly life, will admit

that the educution of the young is best pro-
moted by entirely ignoring the dogmas of the
sects, When Cutholic and  Protestant,

Arminian and Calvinist, Lave unjued their

labors, the €O¢TgY and money which would

otherwise be devoted to the furtherance of
their own rivalries would be directed towards

the accomplishment of the grand object of

them all —the lifting of that veil of darkness
which at present obscares the minds aad
souls of six millions of our feliow-men .

There is but one method wheraby this con-
cert of labor can be effected, and that is by the
ocganization of a gigantic Educationsl Com-
mission on the plan of the Banitary Commis-
gion, which accomplished such a marvellous
work during the continuance of Lhe war; and
to supply the means which will enable it to
prosecute these labors, will require the same
course ol action which was pursued by its
prototype. By voluntary contributions of
money and books, and the holding of a seties
of great fhirs in all the large cities of the
North, the perve ol the movement could be
supplied; ita muscle must be draswn (rom the
schools and seminaries and collegea ol every
loyal State.

‘The educationil problem of the Southern
States Is one of the gravest that was ever
presented for solution to the candid consi-
deraton of a free and generous people. ‘I'he
solution which we propose s certainly a
teasible one, and we think it has merits which
do not appertain to any hitherto €anvassed,
We appeal to the press of all parties and
creeds for that careful consideration which
the magnitude and importance of the subject
demand,

What Constitutes a Ntate !

Wi publish in another columun & communi-
cation, more logical than courteous, in regard
to an editorial walch appeared in Tug Evin-
inG Terneararm of Satarday. Tt is proba-
bly as able an expoaition of the “conserva-
tive"” theory of what consticutes a State as
any paper ol equal length, Becausp it com-
bines nearly all the arguments of chat party,
we give it space, and hope our readers wiil
peruse it carefully. ©On it we have a (bw
comments to make.

“Once a State always a State. Nor does
the fact that the citizens ot that State were
in tebellion alter the prineiple, simply because
the citizens while in rebellion ean do no
valid act or thing.” Granted that no aclion
ol the Rebel ¢itlzens Is legul, does that make
them any the less responsible for their
attempted crime? They were guilty so far
as they could be.  Would Orsini set up the
plea to save himsell that Louis Napoleon was
not killed by his attempt on his life? Was
he any the less guilty ? Was Guy Fawkes
less responsible to the law for his atlempt to
blow up Parlinment beeause that attempt
proved lutle?  Are the Southern people any
less liable to punishment because the fate of
war has made all their acts invalid? Clearly
not. The fact that all they did was ol no
legal avail does not dimnish their eriminality.
‘This one point is a weak one; but had the
writer given as the cause of *once a State
always remsining a State,” that the treason
ol the citizens conld not make treason of the
State, he would have made a muach
stronger argument. Later in his com-
munication he takes that ground, and
in answer to it, the question arises,
What covslitutes toe State? We accept of
our correspondent’s dufinition. It is an ex-
collent and comprehensive one. “If we say
that the State Las au right to send Senators
and Hepresentatives, we mean that the or-
ganized political existence las the nght, and
the people in the aggregate,” “The organized
political existence” is the State. How, then
does the present organized political existence
of Georgla compare with that of 17807 Then
the State was represented In the persons ol
officers elected in a certain way, and who,
previous to their entrance into office, were
obliged to swear to support the Constitution
of the United States. When these and other
conditious were complied with, the pergons
chosen formed the “orginized political exist-
ence,” but not until they Lad compliel with
the law.

Unless the State is composed ol either its
officers or ils citizens, it is but an essence, a
nullity, which is ridiculous. The officers who
held power when the Rebellion was subdued
were not officers at all. They had noc taken
the vath to support the Conatitution of the
Unlted States. The State of Georgin had no
organized political existence. It was o
chaotic mass—no more a State than the ex-
istence of territory could moeke it one, It
bad no organized political existence. 1t was
reorganized bya power which had no right to
reorganize it.  Consequently, all its acts
were invalid. It is really the same now in
the eyes of the law as it was in 1866, Itisa
different affair ltom the State off Georgia in
1189, It lins none of its rights and privileges,
and even when recognized by Congress will
stlll be a State whose existence dates back
from the day on which its Representatives and
Senators were readmitted to seats in the Logis-
lature of the nation, We hope we Lave been
sufliciently clear. The State of Georgis
lo-day does not exist, and Congress alone can

revive the dead Commonwealth, shuin by ita
OW1L sons,

Are All Murderers Madmen ?

I'nx series of trials for murder which have
come up belore our eity courts within
the past year, have axhibited the ingenuity of
the legal fraternity in a manner which attests
thelr skill, but reflects little to their credit,
Ihe public have doubtless been surprised at
the remarkable numbep of manlacs who
we are told have committed homicide.
In fuct, i1 the assertions of the coun-
sel for the defense are to be relied upon,
there has been no deliberate takine of human
lite, but Champion, Mary Ridey, nnd Maguire
were all insane at the time ol the commussion
| of their ciimes. That a lawyer seeks to get off
‘ his client by the contempeible trick of cheat-

ing justice by feigning tnsanity, is but a paor
testimony (o his sell-respect or his soprecia-
tion of the duties of his profession.

The institation of courts was originated
| for the purpose of dealing out exact and

equal justice. The office of the julgs is to
weigh the arguments, and charge the jury;
the office of the jury s to act on the ovideace
sabmitted and the logal points explained to
them by the judge. The office of the lawyer
is toaid justice by placing the cause of h's
client in the strongest possible light. 1t is lo
adduce every argument in his favor, and
bring all the truth to light, «o that he can
secure the justice that is to be meted out.
Itis not to distort fcts, and baulk the endy
for which courts were creatod hy legal quib-
bles and technicalities, much loss to defeat
justice by assuming a character which is wil-
fully fulse—is a barelaced doception, and one
which should disgrace every man who would
conunive at it.

The latest policy of detense iy, if the o'ient
be evidently a murderer, it the case be
clearly one of premeditated slaughter, to set
up the plea of insanity. The prisoner being
informed that it is the only hope he has of
life, raves in his cell, gnashes his teeth, and
by foaming aud yelping conveys an impres-
sion of bis madness. When brought on trial,
his keepers testily to his extraordinary bes-
havior. Friends and relatives are summonsd
who swear that he used to do many things
which looked like madness. All of these are
Inid betore the jury, while the prisoner sits
mumbling and grinning before them, The
case is ably argued that he is insaue, and it
the jury are not convinced It is because
they see through the fraud, and nol by the
absence of kard swearing. We do not gecuse
the witnesses of perjury. Many of them give
evidence in good laith. Every man has lis
peculiarities, which, when looked back upon in
the light of future madness, look like the
premonition of a mind diseased. They may,
therclore, act honestly. The blame does nf,[
lie with them, but rests wich the lawyer who,
prostituting his profession, seeks to gy ve Irom
the gallows the murderer, and violutes (he
Biblical law. that “Whosoever sheddetn
man's blood, by man shall his blood be shed,”

There is a class of moralists who deny
that any san¢ man will commit murdcr.;['t'
this be recognized in the courts, wel and
good, and let us do away with thelfarce of 4
trinl.  But If murder is supposed to pe a
crime, and not the work of an unsound mind,
let us have no more ol this disgraceful, petti-
logging, and dishonest course on the pact ol
the attorneys. There is only a cerlain clags
ol men who will condescend to resort (o such
deception. Honorable and high-minded
lovers of their profession will not aceapt of
such foul means of robbing justice of hep
due. It seems Lo us thac whenever g myy
is sape enough to purchase a weapon, ang
deliberately go in search ol lus vietim, and
murdes him or ber, that tae ruffian is quite
sane enough to swing for his offense,

We hope that we will hear po
more of this style of delense, By it
the wily practitioner is enabled to get off pie
guilty client; and when be boasts of his gye.
cess, and says that, “Through my skill | have
succeeded.”” he utters no sentiment over
which he has the right to glory. He has de-
feated the ends for which courts Jwere jngti-
tuted; he has deceived the jury, but not the
God o1 Justice; he has prostibuted bis talents

and his protession i and mstexd ol glory ing in
his act, he should rather hide his head to
escape the contempt of every law-loving and
honorable mau.
